John Whiting's play. The Devils , based on a book by Aldous Huxley, will be 
presented by the Speech and Drama Department of the George Washington University 
April 27 through May 1, Tuesday through Saturday, at 8:30 p^m.: in the Dorothy Betts 
Marvin Theatre at the university, 800 - 21st St., N.W. There will be a matinee 
at 2:30 p.m. on Saturday, May 1. 

The play is based on the true story of a priest named Grandier, who was 
tortured and burned at the stake for witchcraft in 1634 in France. Grandier, a 
worldly priest, manages to offend many people, and is brought to trial by the 
townspeople of Londun on charges of debauchery, profanity, and impiety. He is 
found not guilty and continues on his worldly way until he is accused of 
bewitching the nuns in a convent. He is finally convicted through the combined 
efforts of his enemies and executed. While all this is going on, Grandier comes 
to God, his punishment atones for his sins, and he ends by reaching God and 
forgiving his enemies. 

The play, which presents the opposing forces of materialism and spiritualism, 
as well as man's inhumanity to man, is said to have humor, the great sweep of a 
classical play, to be very terrifying and also to be a religious play. 

The set will be a gigantic cross that will sweep across the whole theatre. 

It will be designed by Dean Munroe. The play will be elaborately costumed, with 
Paul Parady designing the costumes. Lighting will be done by Nathan Garner. 
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Sydney James, Director of University Theatre, will direct The Devils . 
He will use something of a movie concept of directing, such as the fade in, 
and split focus techniques.

"Poem," choreographed by Jo Anne Sellars^(of 3403 Cypress Drive, Falls Church, 

Va.) is a lyric dance in three parts with five women and four men, based on the 
poem, "Lark Ascending" by Vaughn Williams. The movement and groupings are associate 
with the flight, flocking, and perching activities of birds. Music has been 
commissioned to be written for the dance by Jean Butler, a jazz musician. Sets 
have been designed from bright colored plexiglass. The dance runs about 12 minutes. 

"Cages," choreographed by Andrea Watkins (of 1433 North Inglewood Street, 
Arlington, Va.) a graduate assistant in the department, is a dramatic work. Three 
dancers find themselves caught;in aluminum cages and learn to manipulate them. 

Andrea Wetkins, the soloist, is contained in a human cage, (four dancers) which 
she cannot learn to control or discard as the others eventually do. "Age of 
Anxiety" by Leonard Bernstein will provide the musical accompaniment. "Cages" 
will last approximately 20 minutes. 

"Time+8", choreographed by Barbara Katz (of 3491 Rickover Road, Silver Spring, 
Md.), a Professonial Lecturer in Dance Notation at George Washington, is a dance 
done in an easy contemporary style relating to the free jazz style with music by 
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Miles Davis. It presents five women and three men in solos, duets, and trios and 
lasts about 12 minutes.

Handle With Care" is a dance choreographed by Brook Andrews (of 2614 Harris 
Avenue, Wheaton, Md.) president of the GWU Dance Company. It is related to the 
avant garde in that it employs pedestrian movement in the manipulation of large 
empty cardboard boxes that fill the stage. Brook has created his own tape collage 
from combining mundane-electronic sounds with spoken instructions to the dancers. 

The dance runs about 11 minutes. 

"Hit and Run," choreographed by Helen DeAlessi, (of 4019 N. 24th Road, Arling¬ 
ton Va.), a graduate student in dance, is based on the continuing feeling and ever- 
changing patterns of energy generated by a percussion selection from "In-a-gadda- 
da-Vida." It runs five minutes. 

"Night Creatures" choreographed by LaVerne Howell (of 2637-16th St., N.W.), 
a consortium student from Howard University, is based on the creatures that appear 
at night to enjoy the freedom, the quietness, and silence of night, without the 
presence of human beings. When light penetrates, they retreat. The dance, which 
is said to have a slightly ethereal quality, runs about five minutes. 

"Doodles" choreographed by Margy Carter (of 655 South Carolina Ave., S.E.), 
a graduate student in dance, is structured around the floor space and movement 
patterns of three-dimensional doodles sprung free from their usual two-dimentional 
plane. It employs a collage of excerpts from a record called "Touch" by the con¬ 
temporary composer Subotnick. It runs about six minutes. 

"Five and One" choreographed by Maida Withers, Associate Professor of 
Physical Education, is a dance for six women, employing highly technical but 
arbitrary movement sequences contrasting the forms of solo and mass movement. 

It will last about eight minutes.

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25 UNDERGRADUATE DEPARTMENTS UNDER STUDY 

With the money pinch in private higher education, George Washington University 
has embarked on a project to improve undergraduate programs while cutting costs. 

GW will begin in September a three-year action study aimed at getting 20 
undergraduate departments in liberal arts and sciences to "work together as a unit in 
the realistic assessment of their needs and in the frugal use of their resources, free 
of departmental rivalry." Efforts will be made to curb "academic overlapping" in basic 
science, humanities, and social sciences courses taken by most undergraduate students. 

The study, underwritten by a $25,000 grant from the Esso Education Foundation, 
includes the development of administrative structures "to assure positive results." 

At the end of two years, the University will evaluate what course consolida¬ 
tions, enrichments, and concentrations have taken place and what evidence there is for 
increased efficiency in the use of budgetary resources. 

The project is an outgrowth of an in-depth, institution-wide budget study at 
George Washington, a study which university officials believe is "generating more 
knowledge as to real educational costs and real departmental performance than exists 
at perhaps any other institution in the country." 

The undergraduate study is centered in GW’s Columbian College of Arts and 
Sciences. Its dean, Calvin D. Linton, said the first step in putting the research 
into action will be the appointment of a special committee of faculty members from 
three basic divisions — humanities, sciences, and social sciences. 
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These faculty members, who will be given reduced teaching loads, will do most 
of the research. Among the research objectives will be to bring together representa¬ 
tives of departments which have similar educational objectives, approaches, and expenses 
to examine ways of integrating programs and eliminating overlapping. 

I would hope in these days of the tight educational dollar that we can have 
creative and fresh thinking on the basic forms of education," Dean Linton said, "so 
that the money can be used for the best education for the most people." 

The study will officially be ended in June, 1973.
